^he problem, however, is open to debate. O ver and again 
ane hears it said that school and college textbooks are 
V oefully lacking in the fundam entals of our national his- 
ory, and topheavy with biased versions of unproven 
fheories which Lave crept into our public life within the 
last half century. 
Repeatedly one hears of canvasses made am ong high 
chool and college students revealing almost pitiful ignor- 
nce about the founding fathers, leading events and basic 
arinciples in Am erican development. 
Now the second great field upon which political judg­ 
m ents must be made, the field of knowledge having the 
uost to do with the social and group pressures that are the 
dynamoes of history, is studied by a major newspaper and 
determined also to be quite inadequately covered by our 
school system. 
I he great problc ins of the day, the issues which will 
decide whether we are going the rest of the way into 
destructive world war, or can find some program leading 
o durable peace, are problems which turn, first, on the 
listory of events by which the present situations arose, 
^nd second, on geography. 
The connection of both these subjects with good citi­ 
zenship is immediate and im portant. It is not merely a 
question of building up a sentim ental reverence for things 
is they are in our homeland — it is a question of under­ 
standing the whats and whys of political questions which 
oust be answered by the American electorate at the polls. 
Consider a single example. Back in 1948, in the 
^residential race one of the m ajor issues was the question 
if w hether to expand or curtail the Marshall Plan. W hile 
he voters did not vote yes or no on this question, never- 
Jheless the votes they did cast were interpreted by the na- 
.tonal adm inistration as an indorsement of the Marshall 
|Jlan. It was extended both in scope and cost. Its inevit- 
ible corrolary. the A tlantic Arms Pact, was added to it. 
W hen we look at surveys such as that conducted by 
he Times, do we not suddenly have an uneasy feeling that 
his and other great issues of the generation are being 
massed upon by voters who (even the best educated of 
them ) know next to nothing about the problems which I 
heir votes must answer? 
The Marshall Plan was an attem pt to bolster up an j 
arbitrary and artificial realignment of some tw enty nations j 
n Europe — to cement them together with American | 
dollars into a wall which would "confine” the further ex-1 
ension of Communism in that direction. 
The W estern Hem isphere’s official position on that 
sensitive and complicated problem, we suddenly perceive, 
was spelled out mainly by persons who not only knew 
next to nothing about the origin of the present balance 
n Europe, and how it differed from its predecessors, but 
idn’t even know where these various European nations I 
ie with reference to each other. The Times survey deter- 
nined that the average college student can’t locate more 
ban four European countries on a map!
